GCC meeting opens with call to s upport uprising 

Iraqi victories 

deter Tehran 
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JEDDAH, June 4, (Agen- 
cies): Saudi Arabia said today 
that Iraqi battlefield victories 
this year had deterred Iranian 
aggression against Gulf Arab 
states, but urged new United 
Nations efforts- to end the 
Iran-Iraq war. 

Openings meeting of Gulf Co- 
operation Council (GCC) 
foreign ministers in Jeddah, 
Saudi Foreign Minister, Prince 
Saud A1 Faisal, praised the Iraqi 
advances and repeated appeafe 
to Iran tamake peace. 

Prince Saud also said it was a 
“sacred duty" of the Arabs to 
support the uprising in the 
Israeli-held territories. 

Saud called for a “well- 
studied" Arab plan of action that 
capitalised on the development 
to help the Palestinians attain 
their national objectives. 

Effect 

In their biggest triumph since 
Lhe early days of the 7-1 /2-year- 
old war, Iraqi troops recaptured 
the occupied Faw peninsula in 
April and pushed Iranian forces 
back to international boundaries 
in the Salamchah marshlands of 
southern Iraq last month. 

“These victories- have had the 
effect of deterring and curbing 
Iranian aggression after it J*ad 
begun to threaten the entire 
region? especially in the Tight- of 
Iran’s persistent attempts to 
transport its conflict with Iraq to

parlies not part of the war,” Saud 
said. 

The six GCC states had felt 
increasingly threatened by Iran 
because of their support for Iraq. 

Saud urged the United 
Nations to follow up the Security 
Council resolution 598 of last 
July, which called for a ceasefire, 
withdrawal to international 
boundaries and peace talks. 

Efforts 

Iran has not accepted the 
resolution, insisting on prior 
condemnation of Iraq as the 
aggressor. The United States, 
Britain and France want Soviet 
and Chinese support for an arms 
embargoagainst Iran. 

“We- hope that every peace- 
loving state in the world will con- 
tinue efforts to issue a resolution 


to implement resolution 598 and 
put an urgent and decisive end to 
this destructive war," Saud said. 

Western and Arab diplomats 
in the Gulf said the GCC states 
wanted to intensify international 
pressure on Iran to accept a 
ceasefire at a time when it 
appeared militarily vulnerable. 

Iran has repeatedly attacked 
shipping in the Gulf linked to the . 
GCC states and has struck 
Kuwaiti and UAE oil installa- 
tions several times. 

Saudi Arabia broke off 
diplomatic relations with Iran- 
ian April, accusing it of seeking 
to export its Islamic revolution 
and stir up unrest at next month's 
Muslim pilgrimage in Makkah. 

Officials said the Saudis would 
seek a general statement of sup- 
port from the GCC for its break 
while not insisting that others 
followed suit 

Backing 

Saud reiterated GCC backing 
for the six-month-old Palestin- 
ian uprising in the Israeli-, 
occupied territories and urged an 
Arab League s ummi t opening' in 
Algiers on Tuesday to help to 
maintain it.* 

“There must be a conscious 
movement to bring desired 
results from the uprising of the 
Palestinian people," he - said. 
“We hope the summit leads to a 
common Arab position toward 
the Palestinian issue in general 
and a position supporting the 
uprising in particular." 


Saud said the Saudi monarch. 
King Fahd, had sent messages in 
the name of the GCC to the per- 
manent member states of the UN 
Security Council. 

The messages said develop- 
ments in the occupied territories 
could be a threat to world peace 
unless a just and comprehensive 
settlement to the Palestinian 
problem were attained “wi thin 
the framework” ‘of an inter- 
national peaoe conference. 

■ Agenda 

Prince Saud said GCC mini- 
sters would review the draft of a 
wide-ranging co-operation 
agreement with the European 
Economic Co mmuni ty. 

The agreement, expected to be 
signed in Brussels later this 
month, sets a framework for 
trade, industrial, scientific and 
political co-operation between 
the two groups. 

Bui it leaves aside the sensitive 
issue of EEC tariffs on GCC 
petrochemical products for a 
follow-up accord. 

Attending the meeting are 
Kuwait's Deputy Premier and 
Foreign Minister Sheikh Sabah 
A1 Ahmed, Bahrain's Sheikh 
Mohammed Bin Mubarak A1 
Khalifa, R ashed Abdullah of the 
United Arab Emirates, Qatar's 
Ahmed Bin Seif A1 Than] and 
Oman's Ydussef Bin Alawi. . . . 

Sheikh Sabah said the minis- 
terial council will also focus on 
the agenda of the Arab summit.

Iraqi jets raid 
ship in Kharg 

MANAMA, Bahrain, June 4, 
(Agencies): Iraqi jets today 
attacked a tanker loading oil at 
Iran's Kharg island terminal in 
the northern Gulf. 

The Iraqi jets slammed mis- 
siles into the lone tanker as it lay 
anchored east of Kharg island, 
said a military spokesman in 
Baghdad. ■ 

It was Baghdad's first reported 
raid on a ship in the northern 
Gulf in three Weeks. Last month, 
Iraq carried out its most success- 
ful long-distance air raid on ships 
serving Iran since the war spilled 
over into the Gulf, and Iraq 
reported two more attacks in the 
central and southern Gulf since 
then.. 


Rajiv, Assad hold 
talks on Mideast 


DAMASCUS, June 4, (Reuter): 
Indian Prime Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi began talks today with 
Syrian President Hafez A1 Assad 
which Syrian officials said would 
cover Middle East develop- 
ments. 

Officials said the two leaders, 
both prominent in the Non-Alig- 
ned Movement, would discuss, 
the Palestinian uprising in 
I sraeli-occoupied territories and 
next week’s Arab League summit 
in Algiers. 

Prime Minister Mahmoud 
Zu’bi described Rajiv’s three- 
day visit to Syria as “an impor- 
tant step on the road of bolster- 


Sikh extremists 
kill a journalist 


AMRITSAR, India, June, 4, 
(Reuter): A reporter working for 
the Press Trust of India (PTT) 
news agency was among four 
people reported killed today in. 
Punjab where Sikh militants’ 
campaign Tor an independent 
homeland has claimed more than 
1 ,200 lives this year. 

Police said PTI reporter Par- 
duman Singh, who also worked 
for some Punjabi newspapers, 
was shot dead by separatist gun- 
men riding a scooter in the town 
of Hoshiarpur this morning. 

At least six journalists, includ- 
ing a well-known editor, have 
been killed in Punjab since 1981. 

PTI did not say why the repor- 
ter was a target of extremists but 
assassinations and random kill- 
ings are common in Punjab 


where more than 1,230 people 
were killed last year. 

The news agency said two men 
trying to illegally cross the bor- 
der with Pakistan were shot dead 
by security forces in Ferozepur 
district last night while the body 
of a young woman suspected lo_ 
have been killed by extremists 
was found in the same district 

The Indian government has 
accused Pakistan of arming and 
training Sikh militants and step- 
ped up patrols along the bonier. 

PTI said security forces arres- 
ted a militant leader who planned 

a ‘.’major action” and in a 
separate raid unearthed an arms 
factory in a village in B ha tin da 
districL 

A powerful bomb was also 
found planted at a railway sta- 
tion in Sonepat near Delhi. 


Rain breaks 
heat wave 

NEW DELHI, June 4, (AP): 
Rain storms today in New Delhi 
and parts of the northern Indian 
states of Rajasthan. Punjab and 
Haryana broke a heat wave that 
has killed more than 450 people 
in the past week. 

Light showers and a seven- 
degree drop in temperature were 
reported in Rajasthan, which 
had been hardest hit by the 
unrelenting sun. 

Heavy rains were reported in 
neighbouring Punjab and 
Haryana. 


French polls 

PARIS, June 4, (AP): Just four 
wecKs after re-electing socialist 
President Francois Mitterrand, 
the French return , to the polls 
tomorrow to choose a new 577- 
seat National Assembly. 

The two-round election is' 
expected to give the President a 
solid socialist majority and spell 
doom for the parliamentary- 
representation of the commun- 
ists and the far-right National 
Front. 

The latest polls gave the social- 
ists between 42 and 44 per cent of 
the vote.

Reagan 

returns to hero’s 
welcome 

WASHINGTON, June 4. 
(Reuter): President Reagan 
received a flag-waving hero's 
welcome on arrival from the 
Moscow summit yesterday as 
aides began pondering how to 
keep up the momentum of 
improved superpower relations 
into the next administration. 

Facing cheering supporters in 
a hangar at Andrews Air Force 
Base with his wife Nancy at his 
side, the 77-year-old President 
waxed sentimental, extolling the 
virtues of freedom and adding: 
"There’s no place like home." 

Assessment 

“The events of this week in 
Moscow were momentous,” he 
said of his meeting with Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev. “Not 
conclusive, perhaps — but 
momentous. And believe , me, 
right now, momentous will do 
just fine.” 

On Air. Force .One enroute 
from London, where Reagan 
made a 24-hour stop. National 
Security Adviser CoUn Powell 
told reporters he and his staff on 
Monday would begin assessing 
the post-summit status of US- 
Soviei relations.. 

Powell .stressed ibe need to 
“manage this relationship.”

Shultz continues shuttle 

Israel must yield 
territory: Hussein 


CAIRO, June 4, (AP): US 
Secretary of StateGeorge Shultz, 
after 2 -1/2 hours of talks with 
King Hussein, said today the Jor- 
danian monarch was reluctant to 
engage in peace talks with Israel 
unless he was certain Israel 
would yield territory on the West 
Bank. 

“if they feel there is no 
territorial compromise possible, 
they then feel *what am I going to 
negotiate about?*” Shultz told 
reporters as he shuttled back to 
Egypt from Amm an. 

* Shultz will fly to Israel 
tomorrow to try to get the 
assurance Hussein seeks from 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir. 
His prospects are not bright. 

Interest 

The Israeli leader has offered 
to negotiate with Jordan without 
preconditions. Bui he refuses to 
guarantee the outcome in 
advance. 

Shultz said be found an “inten- 
sity of interest” by Hussein in the 
US plan for Arab-lsraeli 
negotiations. "As a general 
proposition, they are in favour of 
proceeding," Shultz said. 

“The question on their mind is 
‘is there an Israeli partner?* he 
hesitates to say ‘yes, we will go 
into the talks’ until they have 
some assurances that it’s going to 
be based on the formula of trad- 
ing territory for peace.” ShuJtz 
said. 

Jordan controlled the West 
Bank from 1948 until 1967, when 
it joined Egypt and Syria in a war 
with Israel and lost the territory, 
including East Jerusalem. 

Shultz supports Jordan's 
demand for an Israeli withdr- 
awal from the West Bank, where, 
about one million Palestinian 
Arabs live, and has said giving up 
all the land was “not in the 
cards". 

Shultz has two sessions 
scheduled tomorrow with 
Shamir, and separate meetings 
with Foreign Minister Shimon 
Peres, Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin and members of the Israeli 
Knesset 

This is his fourth trip to the 


area this year. Shultz said on his 
arrival last night he knew the 
odds were against him and that 
he had no “particular indica- 
tion"' of changes in positions 
since his last failed effort two 
months ago. 

Shultz began the day with a 
session with Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak, who has endor- 
sed the US approach in principle. 

“We’re off to a good start I 
think,” Shultz said after he and 
Mubarak spent an hour in 
private and an hour with aides. 

But rn a session with Egyptian 
editors before flying to Amman, 
he said “the situation remains 
one in which there are great 
problems.” 

ShuJtz said President Reagan 
wants to “accomplish as much as 
he can and to leave as much of a 
constructive base for his succes- 
sor as possible. 

Understanding 

In the in terview, Shultz expres- 
sed understanding for Shamir's 
security concerns. “Israel cannot 
afford to make a bad mistake in 
this regard,” he said. 

But Shultz said he also had 
told the Israeli prime minister 
that “it’s possible to be too 
careful and miss opportunities 
that may not appear again.” 

At the same time, Shultz said 
be doubted “the workability” of 
an independent Palestinian state. 
He said Americans understood 
the concept of a Palestinian 
movement but the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation’s spon- 
sorship of terrorist activities 
made it an unacceptable 
negotiating partner for Israel. 

Meanwhile, Algerian 
President Chadli Benjedid 
declared Shultz’s peace mission 
was doomed to fail because of the 
■ “obstinate American refusal” to 
recognise Palestinian rights. 

His statement was reported by 
the Algerian news agency in 
Algiers, where Arab leaders will 
open a summit meeting on Tues- 
day. The main item on the 
agenda is support for Palestinian 
Arabs in their uprising against 
Israeli authorities. 


Palestinians hold protests 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM', 
June 4, (Reuter):- Palestinians 
held widespread protests today, 
Lhe second day of a general strike 
called to protest against the Mid- 
dle East peace mission by US 
Secretary of State George Shultz. 


A three-day general strike that 
began yesterday has closed shops 
and halted public transport in the 
occupied areas. It was called by 
the clandestine leadership or the 
nearly six-month-old Palestinian 
uprising. 


Trial of 5 Kuwaitis 
accused of 
terrorism begins 


THE trial of five Kuwaitis char- 
ged with plotting to kill security 
personnel and illegal possession 
of firearms and explosives began 
yesterday. 

The five on trial in State 
Security Court include two 
brothers. Ibrahim Abbas Jaafar 
Zainal, 42. a teacher and 
Suleiman Abbas Jaafar Zainal. 
35, a technician at the Kuwait Oil 
Co. A third defendant is a 
relative, Mohammed Ibrahim 
Abbas Jaafar, 1 5, a student. 

The others are Hassan Ibra- 
him Mohammed Hussein, 33, an 
engineer at the Ministry of Public 

Works, and Ahmed Hassan 
Khamis, still at large. Earlier it 
had been reported that Hassan 
Ibrahim was the fugitive. 

Charges 

The indictment read out at the 
start of the trial charged the 
defendants with possession of 
.bomb-making materials. 

The defendants are accused of 
trying to carry out a number of 
crimes including plotting the 
assassination of personnel of the 
Slate Security department, mak- 
ing explosives with the aim of 
committing crimes, the sabotage 
of buildings and installations 
and killing people inside, and 
using force and violence against 
officers of the central prison, the 
indictment said. 

The indictment diu not say 
when the incident at tlx central 
prison occurred or specify the 
target of the assassination bid. 

Sulaiman Zainal was also 
accused of embezzling slate 
money with the assistance of 
Ibrahim and two other defen- 
dants. 

Ibrahim Zainal and Moham- 


med Jaafar were accused of 
acquisition and possession with- 
out licence of a mortar gun. 

After reading the charges, the 
court decided to continue the 
trial behind dosed doors for 
security reasons. 

The five were the latest batch 
of a series of suspects who 
appeared before the State 
Security Court over the past 16 
months on charges of carrying 
out acts of sabotage against oil 
industry installations, other 
public and private targets and 
calling for the overthrow of the 
government. 

The largest such group was 
accused of involvement in the 
bombings of July 1986 and Jan- 
uary 1987 at key oil installations 
in the southern oil district of 
Ahmadi. 

More than two dozen 
Kuwaitis have been convicted in 
these cases, six of them condem- 
ned to death with two in absen- 
tia. and the rest to various jail 
terms. 

Explosions 

A handful are still at large. 

Three explosions in April and 
May targetting Saudia, the Saudi 
national airlines, lhe American 
rental car agency Avis and the 
Kuwait Airways Corp. office 
were the latest acts of sabotage in 
Kuwait. 

Two persons, said to have been 
the terrorists, were killed when a 
booby-trapped car prematurely 
exploded near the Kuwait Air- 
ways offices. But otherwise aside 
from materia] damage, only one 
guard was injured in the 
explosions which occurred dur- 
ing off duty hours. 


India to pull out troops 
from Sri Lanka 


COLOMBO, June 4, (Reuter): 
India is to withdraw part of its 
52,000-strong peacekeeping 
force from Sri Lanka next week, 
Sri Lankan Defence Ministry 
officials said today. 

They said Army chiefs from 
both countries met today to dis- 
cuss details of a phased pull-out 
of troops and equipment no lon- 
ger needed in the fight against 
Tamil rebels in the north and 
easL 

Next week's withdrawal could 
begin as early as June 7 or 8, they 
said. 

Appease 

Indian high commission spok- 
eswoman Primrose. Sharma said 
she could neither confirm nor 
deny the process would begin 
next week but added that “depar- 
ture of some of the troops is very 
much on the cards.” 

Military analysts said the 
withdrawal would help President 
Junius Jayewardene appease 
hardliners fromlhe majority Sin- 
halese community in the south, 
where the Marxist People’s 
Liberation Front (JVP) laun- 
ched a violent anti-government 
campaign after the signing of an 
Indian-Sri Lankan pact last J uly . 

The JVP opposes the pact, 
which is aimed at ending a 
separatist war by minority 
Tamils and is enforced by Indian 
soldiers now hunting down 
Liberation Tigers of Tamil 
Eelam guerrillas. 

Southern province goes to the 
polls on June 9 to elect members 
of one of the new semi-auton- 
omous provincial councils which 
are being created as part of the 
I ndo-Sri Lankan accord. 

Sri Lankan military sources 
said they expected the first 


Indian forces to leave would be 
artillery and tank regiments 
based in areas where there are no 
longer large-scale confronta- 
tions with the rebels. 

They cited parts of the 
Amparai and Batticaloa districts 
in the southeast. 

“The withdrawal would move 
upward, from the southeast in 
Amparai and Batticaloa then 
Trincomalee,” said a senior 
official who declined to be 
named. He said any withdrawal 
from the north would come lasL 
Number 

Official Sri Lankan sources 
have said informal discussions 
have explored the possibility of 
maintaining only two Indian div- 
isions in the country by mid-Sep- 
tember. 

India initially sent 5,000 sol- 
diers to the island but more were 
despatched as part of a satura- 
tion drive to create suitable con- 
ditions forelections. 

The Sri Lankan military 
estimates India had 70,000 men 
on the island by February, but 
India maintains the figure is 
52,000. 


Ecuador’s Air Force 
chief dies in crash 

QUITO, June 4, (AP): Ecuador's 
Air Force commander, two other 
generals and an Israeli military 
attache were killed last night 
3long with seven other people 
when their plane hit a mountain 
near Quito, officials said. 

The military plane carrying 
Gen. Angel Augusto Flores. 52. 
the Air Forcechief. and Generals 
Raul Cousin and Galo Coronel 
crashed into the mountain on the 
outskirts of this Andean capital. 


Explosion in W. German colliery 


Six miners survive miraculously 


BO RK EN , West Germany , June 
4, (AP): Six men. who had 
been presumed dead emerged 
from an explosion-shattered 
coal mine early today, promp- 
ting rescue workers to search 
feverishly for more survivors. 

“It's a miracle,” said Peter-Carl 
Ruehland, a spokesman for 
the company that owns the 
mine. The six. between 21 and 
36 years old, survived 65 
hours deep underground after 
finding an air pocket. Their 
rescue came with the help of a 
television crew’s microphone 
that picked up tapping 
sounds. 


All 57 men trapped by the blast 
Wednesday had been given 
up for dead. Thirty-six bodies 
have been recovered, and 15 
miners were still missing 
today. 

Officials said there were some 
indications that two more 
men may be near the pocket of 
air where the six were found 
alive. 

Blast 

Their blackened faces showing 
fatigue, the six were puL on 
stretchers and carried to a 
nearby rescue station in the 
mine. 


When the six felt the shock wave 
of the blast Wednesday, they 
ran toward an exit, an official 
said. But supervisor Thomas 
Gepperth, a veteran 36-year- 
old miner and a trained res- 
cuer, realised they were run- 
ning into high concentrations 
of deadly carbon monoxide 
when he saw another man 
stagger - and run out of stren- 
gth. 

Gepperth then turned the group 
in the other direction and ins- 
tructed them to be as calm as 
possible to conserve oxygen. 
Cramer said.

27 feared dead as 


tunnels collapse 


DIPOLOG, Philippines, June 4, 
(AP): At least 27 people were 
believed killed when mine tun- 
nels crudely dug on a remote 
mountainside caved in afte. 
heavy rains, a local official said 
today. 

One miner was rescued by 
oLher prospectors shortly after 
theaccident last night, but his left 
leg was so badly injured doctors 
had to amputate it when he 
arrived at a hospital here today, 
the official said. 

Benito Tolentino, mayor of 
the municipality of Sibutad 
where the cave-in occurred, told 
reporters that lack of equipment 
was hampering rescue efforts on 
Mount Lablab, 48 kilometres 
from here and 720 kilometres 
southeast of Manila. 

Tolentino, who accompanied 
the unidentified survivor to 
report the accident to auth- 
orities, said rescuers were armed 
only with picks and shovels and 
were making little progress in 
attempts to rech Lhe trapped min- 
ers. 

He said there was little hope 
that any of them were still alive. 

Heavy rain 

Tolentino said 28 people were 
working in a network of tunnels 
below a 45-foot-deep ( 1 5-metre- 
deep) shaft when the surface 
caved in after two days of heavy 
rain. He said he had ordered a 
temporary halt to gold prospect- 
ing at the site. 

Some 20.000 prospectors from 


different parts of Mindanao 
island have converged on the 
area since gold was discovered 
last September. Tolentino said. 
He added that at least 12 people 
had been killed in previous cave- 
rns. 

Hundreds of people have been 
killed in similar accidents across 
Mindanao over the years. 


Rockfall 


In Johannesburg, three gold 
miners died and four others are 
missing after a rockfall more 
than a mile underground in one 
of the world's deepest mines. 

Rescue teams are digging from 
above and below the accident 
level about 1.25 miles (2,000 
metres) underground in western 
deep levels gold mine, a spokes- 
man for the owners, Anglo 
American Corp.. said.

The student's attempted suicide 
followed a police order to 
detain 35 student leaders try- 
ing to seek a student meeting 
between North and South 
Korea on June 10 at the bor- 
der village of Panmunjom.

King Hussein, in a speech read 
by Jordanian UN Ambassador 
Abdullah Salah, urged the 
United Nations to take strong 
measures to free the Middle East 
of nuclear weapons, halt Israel's 
nuclear aims programme and 
riiminnn* those weapons.

Concern over waste 


DR Ali Mohamad Al Damkhi, 
assistant professor at the health 
sciences college, stated that 
organic and inorganic wastes 
caused by populations are of 
grave concern and are accorded 
serious consideration by most 
governments in' advanced coun- 
tries. The disposal of inorganic 
wastes, in particular, has been 
the centre of several resolutions 
to prevent environmental pollu- 
tion in the process of waste treat- 
ments. 

Project 

He went on to state that the 
government of Kuwait had 
issued legislative directives on 
methods to gather, store and dis- 
pose wastes. Several studies had 
been conducted in this respect by 
Kuwait Municipality, Kuwait 
Institute for Scientific Research 
and the Environmental Protec- 
tion CounciL 

These studies encompassed 
the technical and economical 


feasibilities for the treatment of 
wastes. The present study being 
conducted is epectcd to conclude 
in late summer of 1988. From 
then on, effective planning and 
implementation or the project 
would take at least a year to a 
year and half according to Al 
Damkhi. 

The wastes treatment project, 
he said, aims at establishing 
utilities to separate inorganic 
wastes such as glass, paper, 
metals, plastics, and wood from 
organic wastes. The latter are 
used in the manufacture of fer- 
tilizers to be used in agriculture. 

Kuwait, he disclosed, had a 
daily waste average of 2700 tons 
and expected this figure to 
increase by the year 2000 to 4000 
tons. One ton of waste costs 
Kuwait Municipality KD3 to 
remove. This does not include 
the costs of waste cars, opera- 
tions and trash transportation he 
said. 


FUAD FAHD ALTUKHAIM, 
a Kuwaiti civil engineer in an 
interview with a local daily, dis- 
closed that he bad invented a new 
substance to provide fuel tanks 
with explosion-resistant coating. 

The application of this coating, 
he said, would prevent outbreaks 
of fire resulting from car 
accidents or acts of sabotage, or 
even, shots at military or civilian 
aircraft.

Malaysian pilgrims assured 
of no trouble during haj 


KUALA LUMPUR, June 4, 
(Kuna): Saudi Arabian Ambas- 
sador here Sheikh Fuad Abdul 
Hamid Al Khalib has assured 
Malaysian pilgrims that there 
will be no trouble during this 
year’s pilgrimage to Makkah. 

He said his government will 
use all means to prevent a 
recurrence of the 1987 incident 
when Saudi security forces and 
Iranian pilgrims clashed in 
Islam's holiest city in which more 
than 400 people were killed. 

He stressed that his govern- 
ment would not discount the use 
of force to prevent anybody from 
holding political demonstrations 
in the holy city. 

Reduced 

“Haj is haj, there is no place for 
political demonstrations in 
Makkah. 

' “If the Iranians want to hold a 

demonstration, they can do so in 
their own country," Sheikh Fuad 


told reporters during a visit to a 
religious school in Kandis, 
north-east of here yesterday. 

Iran has stated it wants to send 

1 50.000 pilgrims to Makkah this 
year where they would demon- 
strate against the United Slates 
and Israel. 

The Saudi ambassador said his 
government would only allow 

45.000 Iranian pilgrims to per- 
form the haj. 

“This has been agreed to by the 
leaders of the Organisation of 
Islamic Conference (OIC) at a 
meeting this year," he said. 

Sheikh Fuad said the number 
of pilgrims had to be reduced 
because of inadequate accom- 
modation facilities in Makkah. 

“However, my government is 
in the process of rectifying this 
and the project will be completed 
in five years,” he added. 

Some 30,000 Malaysian 
M uslims will perform the haj this 
year.

72 haj caravans

grimage caravans for the current 
year. He added, that caravans 
would go either directly to Mak- 
kah or to Medina and then on to 
Makkah. 

The ministry has set up two 
committees to inspect buildings 
in Makkah and Medina where 
the pilgrims will be housed. One 
committee will ensure that these 1 
buildings raeeL with the criteria 
determined by the ministry and 
will ratify the rent contracts. The 
committee has left for Saudi 
Arabia for this purpose. 

The second committee will 
supervise the services offered to 
pilgrims by owoers of the 
caravans. The ministry will also 
appoint religious instructors to 


guide pilgrims perform riles dur- 
ing Lhe course of the pilgrimage, 
Al Fares said. 

Statistically speaking, he said 
16.728 pilgrims from Kuwait 
performed haj last year of which 
7419 were Kuwaitis and 5804 
non-Kuwaitis. The number of 
caravans involved in transport- 
ing these pilgrims were 56. 

The committee authorised to 
supervise the services to pilgrims 
monitors the services ottered by 
the caravan owners and in cases 
of violations, either issues warn- 
ings, confiscates some or all the 
insurance amount (KD8000) 
deposited in lhe ministry's 
account, and/or ban the owner 
from future operations for a 
maximum period of 3 years. 
However, the ministry does not 
interfere with the prices deter- 
mined by caravan owners. These 
prices vary as per the quality of 
services, he said. 


Kisr registers 
4 patents in US 


DR Khairiya Ali AI Zid. the act- 
ing director of the Petroleum and 
Petrochemical department at 
Kuwait Institute for Scientific 
Research (Kisr) in an interview 
with a local daily disclosed Lhat 
Kisr had acquired an inter- 
national reputation by success- 
fully registering four important 
patents in the United Slates of 
America. 

She went on to state, that one 
related to the development of a 
plastic film which is widely used 
in several countries. The ins- 
titute, she raid, is conducting 
feasibility studies on marketing 
the product. She estimated the 
returns from this patent to be in 
the vicinity of millions of dollars. 

Dr Al Zid, added that the 
American Patent Office granted 
the patent to the institute on the 
development of agricultural 
plastic film for slow release of 
dissoluble plant food. The 
patent was jointly accredited to 
Drs Saad Akasha, Shawqi 
Lahalih and Farouq Al Hajar 
respectively. Several other 
patents are in the pipeline for 
registration, she said. 


Commenting on the inven- 
tion, the acting director 
explained that plastic films are 
used to protect agricultural soils 
in many countries. These films 
stop growth of wild plants, cuts 
down water evaporation and 
prevents soils erosion caused by 
wind and water. She added that 
the existing method of removing 
plastic foils at the end of each 
season is costly and the new 
invention circumvents this, as it 
has the ability to dissolve into 
feed for plants — thus eliminat- 
ing the need for farmers to 
remove them. 

In a related development, she 
said, lhat other patents were 
granted for pollution preven- 
tion. obtaining a high purity fac- 
tor of the liquid paraffine reach- 
ing to 99.99 percent which is used 
for the manufacture of chemical 
stabilisers, medicines and animal 
foods. Further, another patent 
was granted for developing an 
improved method for chemically 
preparing Riling condensers for 
softening concrete and with a 
higher fluidity factor.

Use of Arabic as an official language by Asosai 


Kuwait wants its 


proposal to be accepted 


KUALA LUMPUR, June 4, 
(Kuna): Kuwait is determined to 
see its proposal that Arabic as an 
official language of the Asian 
Organisation of Supreme Audit 
Institutions (Asosai) is accepted 
and approved by the 4lh Asosai 
assembly and seminar in Bali, 
Indonesia next week. 

“This is vital to us and we have 
good ground to light the issue," 
the president of the state audit 
bureau of Kuwait, Faris 
Abdulrahraan A I Wagayan told 
Kuna in an exclusive interview 
today. 

Confident 

He said just before departure 
for Bali at the Kuala Lumpur 
International Airport in Subang, 
15 km from here that the 
proposal is not only important to 
Kuwait but also to other member 
countries of the Arab bloc. 

“At present about seven Arab 
stales are members of Asosai 
which represent almost one- 
third of the memberships of the 


organisation. 

“I am confident if our 
proposal on the language issue is 
accepted by the assembly, more 
Arab countries in the* Asian 
region will eventually join 
Asosai." he said. 

He said Kuwait would not 
mind if its request could not be 
implemented during the 
deliberations of the Bali assem- 
bly to be declared open by 
President Suharto on Monday. 
Assured 

“What we are interested is that 
our language proposal is 
approved by the assembly and 
will be implemented during the 
next assembly and thereafter," 
he added. 

Faris said he is happy that the 
Asosai secretary-general Ishak 
Tadin who is also the Malaysian 
auditor-general has assured that 
he will do his best to the request. 

He agreed that the positive 
reaction from the secretary-gen- 
eral towards Kuwait's proposal 


will be an advantage. 

He added Kuwait had been 
given the mandate by the Arab 
bloc in Asosai to present thecase. 

The other Arab countries 
involved are Saudi Arabia, 
United Arab Emirates (UAE), 
Iraq, Jordan and South Yemen. 
Qatar had applied to be a mem- 
ber. 

Faris and two members of his 
delegation spent three days here 
as official guests of the 
Malaysian government. Two 
other members of his team joined 
him last oighL 

The five-member delegation

The islands formerly earned a 
good income from clove exports, 
but world prices for the spice 
have declined drastically, plung- 
ing Zanzibar into economic 
crisis. 

Oman has agreed to finance an 
extension of Zanzibar's airport 
runway as part of a drive to open 
up tourism and the UAE is help- 
ing to rehabilitate some of the 
island's roads. 

Wakil has already visited the 
Gulf four limes since he became 
President of Zanzibar’s auton- 
omous government in 1985.

Dr Tolba noted that she was 
the technical and administrative 
co-ordinator of the Kuwait 
action plan against marine pollu- 
tion. 

Personalities in 58 other coun- 
tries were also named in the 
ceremony, held on the eve of 
World Environment Day, June 

Their names were added to 
UNEP’s “Global 500 Role of 
Honour” a list the UN agency 
plans to complete drawing up by 
1991 of 500 people who had 
played a major role in environ- 
mental issues. 

The recipients this year 
included tree planters in rural 
Asia, environmental campaig- 
ners in Europe, conservation 
lobbyists in North America and 
wildlife experts in Africa. 

Another person from the Arab 
Gulf listed in the award 
ceremony was Dr Mohammed 
Saeed AI Haffar of Qatar 
University, who was praised for 
developing, a basic environmen- 
tal education curriculum now 
mandatory for all Qatari Univer- 
sity students. 

He had made 50 videos on 
environmental protection which 
were televised regularly in the 


Gulf region and which had hel- 
ped to raise official and public 
awareness there of the issues. Dr 
Tolba said. 

Meanwhile, the winner of a 
separate award, the Sasakawa 
Environment Prize, was tonight 
named by UNEP as King Fahd 
Bin Abdul Aziz of Saudi Arabia, 
in his capacity as chairman of the 
royal commission for Jubail and 
Yanbu. 

The 50,000 dollars prize was 
given because the development 
of the two cities was considered 
by UNEP to be “environmen- 
tally sound” with both being 
“model towns of our time”. 

The prize was being shared 
between the king and an environ- 
mentalist organisation, the 
World Commission on Environ- 
ment and Development UNEP 
said.

While Austria is acknowled- 
ged in this region as a supporter 
of Arab stands, one controver- 
sial point is that it is a transiting 
station for Jews emigrating from 
the Soviet Union to Israel. 

The Arabs oppose attempts to 
increase the size of the Jewish 
population there because of the 
unsettled Palestinian problem. 

The issue was expected to 
figure in Waldheim's talks with 
King Fahd. but the Austrian 


President already had defended 
his country in earlier interviews 
by saying most of the Jews transit 
to the United States, not to 
Israel. 

The trip to Saudi Arabia is 
Waldheim’s fourth state visit 
since he was elected in June 1986, 
following ones to the Vatican, 
Jordan and Pakistan, and he has 
a standing invitation to visit Iran. 

Waldheim has been shunned 
by other countries because of his 
controversial wartime pasL 
Victim 

He is accused of doing nothing 
to prevent war crimes when in the 
Balkans as a Second Lieutenant 
in the German Army during 
World War □, and of possibly 
being guilty of wartime atrocities 
— charges he has consistently 
denied. 

Arab news media and some' 
Arab leaders believe he is the vic- 
tim of a campaign by Zionists 
because of his pro-Arab stands. 

Arab news said “to date no 
specific proof has emerged to 
lend any credence to the allega- 
tions and accusations raised by 
the so-called ‘seekers of truth'.” 

Waldheim said his military 
records had been under inves- 
tigation by the permanent mem- 
bers of the Security Council 
before hebecameUNSecretary- 
GeneraL- - 

“Obviously they could not 
find anything objectionable with 
my military record which was 
always known,” he said. 

Waldheim is accompanied by 
Vice-Chancellor and Foreign 
Minister Alois Mock and other 
officials.

IF you believe in magic and 
miracles, then you might like 
‘Brigadoon’, and if you believe 
hard enough, then the second 
act might consist of wonderful 
peiformances of a marvellous ■ 
musical, beautifully sung, 
brilliantly choreographed and 
danced and acted with great 
skill and talent. 

1 say ’might’ because I didn't 
wait to find out. The first act 
was enough for me. Yes, I know 
it was a naughty thing to do, 
flee into the peaceful night tike 
a scalded cat. but really, there 
was no alternative. 

For a start, Brigadoon is a 
profoundly silly story about

THE melodious notes of Man- 
zoor Khan’s bansuri (flute) set 
the sublime mood of the Ben- 
gali Cultural Society’s first 
Hindi play, Bicbhan (The 
Seed), performed on Thursday 
and Friday at the Mousetrap 
Theatre. 

The Bengali Indians lived up 
to their tradition of cultural 
excellence and put up one of the 
best productions made by any 
Indian group in Kuwait. Their 
production was near profes- 
sional, maned only by the con- 
straints of space, forcing them 
to improvise by dividing the 
stage into four sets. By clever 
use of light, background music 
and sound, they overcame the 
obvious difficulties. Though 
this railed for a pause between 
scenes, it did not affect the . 
overall impact of the play. 

Ail performers displayed fla- 
shes of brilliance, particularly 
‘Di panic ar Chakraborty, who 
had themost difficult role of all. 
He plays Dulan, a coward, a 
man of straw, torn between 
right and wrong; putting up 
with evil to protect his children. 
Dulan makes a compromise 
and pays a heavy price. 

Dipan kar manages to evoke 
sympathy for Dulan, through 
thick and thin, by getting under 
the skin of thecharacter. This is 
rarely seen on the amateur 
stage in Kuwait, Indian or 
’ European? 'By-' the end-qaf the ; 
play, the emotional-jcfipflict of 
Dulan seemed to have taken:a‘ 
tor of Dipankarr-herlooked 1 
tired by curtain call. Y et, he did 
not falter. 

Keka Mukberjee as Basm, 
Dulan's wife, provides ample 
support, affecting you with her 
simple dream of having "a 
proper meal with bhat (rice),” 
coaxing her husband to do 


deeply creepy people. They all 
live in some mythical village in 
a sentimentalised Scotland, 
and only come 10 life every hun- 
dred years; winch is far too 
frequent for my taste. It’s a sort 
of tweedy tweeness that turns 
the stomach. . 

. If that wasn’t enough, the 
actual production was worse. 
The songs were mediocre, but 
so were the singers. Where is the 
pleasure or entertainment in lis- 
tening to voices singing off key. 
Weakly? Judith Whyte was the 
one exception, although, as I 
said earlier, impossible that the 
second half is filled with 
glorious voices and' fabulous 
songs. 

The production adhered to 


the Women’s Institute-School 
of Choreography and Dance, 
the occasional sway from side 
to side, and, at moments ofhigh 
passion, both arms flung up as . 
if throwirigouta bag of garbage 
with a flourish. This unedifying 
spectacle was made more 
embarrassing by the. fact that 
the majority of the ladies on 
stage were far too old to be 

least in public befor^a paying 
audience. Every Lime a song 
loomed threateningly over the 
plot, I found myself cringing 
with embarrassment and look- 
ing anywhere but at the stage. 

Another problem was the use 
of accents. Clive Jaqnes, nor- 
mally a fine actor, ana Stephen 
Morris, were supposed to be 


Americans, so assumed voices 
that swung from cracker-barrel 
Kansas to Brooklyn bum and 
back into homely English 
roughly three limes per sen- 
tence. The rest of the cast are 
supposed to be Scots, but their 
accents gang aft agley. 

It's all a shame and a pity. I 
wanted my Jasl review to be 
nice, and upbeat and positive, 
and indeed, the sets were 
beautifully painted, but really, 
this show should have been 
cancelled to avoid embarrass- 
ment all round. Mind you, to be 
fair, the first night audience did 
seem to enjoy part* of it, so per- 
haps I’ve made a terrible mis- 
take. Maybe you should all go 
and see for yourselves. . . you can 
always leave at half lime!

Arab summit may 
bury Shultz plan

AMMAN. (Reuter): Jordan 
fears ncxi week's Arab summit 
ma> bury’ Middle East peace 
prospects unless US Secretary of 
State George Shultz lakes a fir- 
mer stand on Palestinian rights. 

A Jordanian official told 
Reuters that King Hussein 
would urge Shultz to make a 
move to show the Arab world 
that his peace plan was serious. 

"Let Shultz say publicly to the 
Israelis that he supports Palestin- 
ian self-determination or land 
for peace, all the land for a full 
peace." said the official, who 
requested anonymity. 

“If he doesn’t offer something 
we can use to persuade other 
Arab leaders, the Shultz plan will 
be buried in Algiers." 

Arab heads of state are due to 
open an emergency summit in 
Algeria on June 7 to discuss how 


Jordan has argued all along 
that the Arabs should avoid this, 
despite what they see as the 


inadequacy of the US approach, 
and allow Israel to take the blame 


for blocking peace. 

Shultz has suggested an inter- 
national conference to open 
direct Arab-lsraeli talks on 
limited autonomy for the West 
Bank and Gaza, with later 
negotiations to decide their final 
status. 

The PLO sees the plan as 
irredeemably flawed by its 
failure to mention Palestinian 
self-determination or the PLO 
itself. 

Buoyed by the uprising in 
which about 200 Palestinians 
and two Israelis have died, the 
PLO wants the summit to reaf- 
firm support for an independent 
Palestinian state.

Palestinian women take centre-stage in uprising

KALANDIA, West Bank, 
(Reuter): Faeza Tayeb, 16, is 
waiting to go back to her school. 
Manal Abu Shalbak, 18, is look- 
ing forward to her wedding this 
summer. Zuhudiyeh Abdullah, 
38, is busy tending to her eight 
children. 

But a new bond has grown 
between these Palestinian 
women in the last six months. 
They are all proud of taking part 
in their national uprising, the 
intifada, against Israeli rule. 

“Everyone, women, children 
and girls, all are in the demon- 
strations, 1 ' said Tayeh. The 
vocational school where she 
works as a secretary has been 
closed by the Army for four mon- 
ths. 

‘The religious women and 
girls are less active in the streets 
but they do more work in the 
co mmi ttees." 

The revolt in Lhe occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip has 


thrust women, traditionally 
subordinate to men in con- 
servative Palestinian society, 
into the front lines of confronta- 
tion. 

Sitting together in this crow- 
ded, dusty refugee camp, north of 
occupied Jerusalem, each of Lhe 
women told stories of harass- 
ment and clashes with Israeli sol- 
diers. 

For months, Palestinian 
women have joined their children 
m street demonstrations, stoning 
troops, raising outlawed flags 
and chan tin g nationalist slogans. 


Wrestled 


They have wrestled and 
pleaded with soldiers to get their 
menfolk released from arrest. 
Fifteen women were among at 
least 1 90 Palestinians killed in the 
unrest. 

Abu Shalbak recalled that 
troops fired tear gas into her girls' 
school one day. “We fell on the 
fioorjust like we were dead, dead, 
dead. Then when thesoldiers left. 


we went and threw stones at 
them,'’ she said 

Women also fill key roles 
behind the scenes, running self- 
help networks that deal with the 
food shortages created by exten- 
sive curfews and strikes, arrange 
medical services and help the 
famili es of the dead or wounded. 

Women’s central role in the 
Palestinian rebellion has burst 
the bounds of the traditional 
place as homemakers dictated to 
them by. Islam and their largely 
agrarian communities. 

But many say their participa- 
tion in the intifada, on an equal 
footing with men, is the culmina- 
tion of a gradual process over 
years, in which they have 
assumed public responsibilities 
in the absence of a Palestinian 
national leadership. 

“Women are active in organ- 
isations, committees and func- 
tions in refugee camps and 
villages that have become targets 
of economic sanctions,” said 
lawyer Muna Rishmawi in her 


Rama Hah office. 

“Women find themselves 
providing sendees and food to 
dosed areas and tra inin g other 
women in home economics. 
These organisations have existed 
for at least 10 years. Ironically, 
nothing special happened in the 
intifada in terms of organisation. 
All the groundwork was goingon 
for some time." 

Women have been some of the 
most effective spokesmen for the 
Palestinian uprising. 


Security 


Han an Mikhail Ashrawi, dean 
of arts at Bir Ztit University, 
stole the limelight from better 
known male politicians when the 
US telvevision network ABC 
screened a live television debate 
between Israelis and Palestinians 
from occupied Jerusalem Iasi 
month. 

The professional unions and 
committees deal with issues 
including literacy, vocational 
training, women's rights in the 


work place and home economics. 
In the intifada they have focused 
on the more immediate needs of 
the community. 

Zuhudiyeh Abdullah, a 
mother of eight from Kalandia, 
says committee work is done 
secretly for fear of the Israeli 
authorities. Her work extends 
from visiting the homes of “mar- 
tyrs” or the sick to sewing Pales- 
tinian flags. I make flags. They 
gather stones, I gather stones." 

Many women have been for- 
ced to take jobs because hus- 
bands or sons were arrested. An 
estimated 17,000 Palestinians, 
mostly young men, have been in 
and out of Israeli jails since the 
intifada began. Some 10,000 are 
still behind bars. 

Journalist Nehaya A1 Hilo 
said the new freedom that women 
have tasted in the workforce 
could prod uce pressure for social 
change. But she doubted this 
would occur as long as there was 
no Palestinian state. 

“If the intifada stopped we 


would keep wanting freedom," 
she said. “If we had a stale we 
would want freedom of women 
like in other countries. But now 
we don't need our own freedom. 
First we need freedom for the 
whole Palestinian people." 

Combining their traditional 
roles of mothers with newly- 
gained assertiveness, Palestinian 
women throughout the occupied 
areas are seen daily interceding 
with soldiers to free their arrested

sons. 

“That is the best work we do." 
said Abdullah. 'When they take a 
boy we say *no, no. that's 
son'. It’s not my son, but we say 
it. 1 do it. others, many of us. we 
do this a lot. 

“Once 1 followed soldiers tak- 
ing arrested youths to prison and 
yelled at one who hit a youth in 
the chest and grabbed his hair, 
banging his head against the wall. 

“I said: ‘You can't do that to 
my son,' " She said. “He said: 
‘Which one is your son*? " “1 said: 
‘All of them.' "

A dream of past glories

KABUL, (Reuter): The British 
embassy in the Afghan capital is 
isolated, splendid, redolent of 
empire and tennis parties, poised 
between imperial show and fool- 
ish pretension. 

Only the distant gunfire and 
the occasional rocket passing 
overhead intrude into its dreams 
of past glories, introducing 
present-day Afghan reality. 

The embassy, sprawling over 
10 hectares (25 acres) in the 
north-west of Kabul, was built 
from 1924-27 during the last 
flowering of the British empire. 

The architectural jumble that 
is the ambassador's residence 
forces grudging admiration from 
visitors. The white-painted, 
three-storey building has the 
wings and garden terraces of an 
English country house, and a 
kind of Doric temple superim- 
posed above the doors at back 
and front. 


Delhi in 1926. 

“It was built to sustain those 
imperial pretensions — to match 
Britain’s superpower status," 
says Ian Mackley, the present 
charge d’affaires. 

By the time of the Anglo- 
Afghan treaty of 1921 following 
the third Afghan war, Britain fin- 
ally gave up any idea of including 
Afghanistan in the empire ana 
contented itself with installing a 
resident minister in Kabul. 

“Let him be the best-housed 
man in Asia," was the order of 
Lord Curzon, formerly viceroy 
of India and then secretary of 
state for foreign affairs. 


Pretensions 


Wood and labour and almost 
everything else needed to build it 
was brought by traction engine 
and camel train from what is now 
Pakistan. 

“No expense has been spared 
to make it in every way worthy of 
the empire," wrote E.B. Howell

So pleased was he with the 
result and its probable effect on 
the natives that he was said to 
have declared it was “worth two 
divisions.” 

“The physical presence of the 
embassy continued to weigh on 
the Afghans long after every- 
thing it had been designed to 
stand for had faded away," 
wrote a later resident. 

Until !0 years ago the great 
house stood outside the town, so 
that even to visit it became an 
expedition, the more so as wolves 
used to prowl the intervening far- 
mland after dark. 

The visitor was met by arcaded 
verandahs, lawns with a foun- 


tained pool, rose gardens and 
tennis courts and the only squash 
court in Afghanistan. 

Inside were elegant reception 
rooms large and small, a coolly 
fonnal ballroom smelling of wax 
polish, a dining table set for 18, a 
wood-panelled Scottish baronial 
entrance hall. 

More prosaically, but 
typically for the English at that 
time, none of the eight bedrooms 
had an en suite bathroom. 

T don't have the sensation of 
being the best-housed man in 
Asia, I just feel comfortable,” 
says Mackley, who has replaced 
the 60-yeajr-old wiring and had 
the plumbing improved. 

“The house has style, layout, 
proportion —it was designed for 
comfort, like an English country 
house."

“I can give you my personal 
guarantee that no recommenda- 
tion which has been incor- 
porated into the scheme is either 
unnecessary or extravagant,” 
wrote Sir Francis Humphreys, 
the first ambassador, with a hint 
of defensiveness.

In 
1929 the embassy was caught in 
the crossfire of a rebellion, the 
military attache's house was 
burnt down and the entire staff 
was evacuated by plane. 

And today, Mackley's gilded 
cage lies on a favoured flight path 
for mujahedeen rebel rockets 
fired from outside the city. So far 
none of them has fallen short. 

The : most curious fact about 
the British embassy is that it may 
not be British at all. 

Built with Indian taxpayers' 
money, it was assigned to Pakis- 
tan after independence and parti- 
tion in 1947 (India got the less 
splendid Kathmandu embassy).

But its image has been tarni- 
shed by London’s increasing 
violent crime rate, by an inves- 
tigation into hundreds of com- 
plaints about police behaviour 
toward strikers and by the 
collapse of three showpiece trials 
of alleged soccer “hooligans" 
because of problems with police 
evidence. 

In two trials the prosecutor 
said forensic tests showed police 
evidence had been tampered wi th 
and in the third the prosecution 
refused to present the evidence to 
the court.

Childhood champion

“1 STILL say to parents: don't 
doubt yourselves.” The words 
have a familiar and comforting 
echo, and the tone has changed 
not at all in four decades. Dr 
Benjamin Spock. the 
paediatrician whose views have 
shaped the young lives of a gen- 
eration (or two), is alive and 
well and living for the most part 
these days in his boat off the 
Virgin islands. 

He is the grand old man of 
childrearing whose cradle- 
shattering tome. The Common 
Sense Book of Baity and Child 
Care transformed the lives of a 
post-war generation of newly- 
weds and their unsuspecting 
offspring. 

For the first time mothers 
were reassured, not hectored. 
Grandma thought that she had 
known best: keep baby regular 
on the bottle and potty, disci- 
plined and germ-free. Not so. 
Baby was now to be treated as 
an individual from birth; cud- 
dling (not godliness) was nest 
to cleanliness, and discipline 
was a naughty word. “You 
know more than you think you 
do,” we were told. “Trust your 
own common sense.” 

Recently Dr Spock came 
ashore to reassure us that 
parental common sense was 
still quite common. But what of 
his “babies” who now have 
children of their own, and some 
of whom feel driven to taking a 
firm hand? “The question of 
discipline has been a sore point 
with a lot of parents,” he 
explained, “and many have 
been inhibited by professional 
paediatricians and child psy- 
chiatrists who have ail muscled 
into the child-care field. Many 
parents have assumed that only 
the professionals know how to 
raisechildren.and this isn't true 
at all.” 

In 1974 an unfortunate thing 
lappened. In a humdrum arti- 
cle for Redbook, an American 
magazine, Spock wondered 
why so many children were 
“balky, pesky and bratty.” He 
blamed “paediatricians like 
myself' for having persuaded 
parents that the experts knew 
best, and he urged a return to 
the parental guidelines of his 
own boyhood. 

It was widely interpreted as 
Spock recanting. But he was

being unfair to himself. He had 
never suggested that children 
be allowed to run riot. “On the 
other hand, I don't think the 
answer is to become severe. 1 
disbelieve in physical punish-, 
ment. Children are reasonable 
people who don't need smacks 
on the behind; they don't need 
to be humiliated.” 

Spock was a timid and lanky 
child, and the butt of much 
teasing. At Yale, however, he 
was a social success, and his 6 ft 
4in frame helped send him to 
the 1 924 Olympics as one of the 
best oarsmen that Yale ever 
produced. It was a summer 
working with physically han- 
dicapped children which finally

It was not Spock who 
pioneered this new attitude, but 
he explained it better than 
anyone else. “Relax — love and 
enjoy them.” mom and dad 
were advised, and at first they 
did.

But Spock believes that 
much misunderstanding sub- 
sequently attached itself to the 
book and to himself. “I have 
the’ reputation of being a per- 
znissivist, which most people 
think means letting children do 
what they wapL That was never 
my view.”

turned him to medicine, and he 
was among Lhe first doctors to 
train in both paediatrics and 
psychiatry, later undergoing 
psychoanalysis as part of his 
training. 

He started a practice in 1933, 
filling his Manhattan office 
with children's games, and 
wearing a lounge suit instead of 
a white coat which, he felt, 
might frighten a child. Baby 
and Childcare was the fruit of 
these years. In 1943 he began 
dictating his ideas to his wife 
Jane, who sat patiently at a bat- 
tered typewriter, waiting for 
the words to come — a slow 
process, but it gave the book a 
conversational tone. 

He finished it after a term as a 
naval psychiatrisL Published in 
1946. it was an instant best- 
seller. The timing was perfect. 
Thousands of “helpless” young 
wartime mothers, far from 
home, turned to Spock's “sub- 
stitute for granny" and its' 
countless Spockisms: “Your 
baby isn’t a schemer. (He) is a 
reasonable, friendly human 
being. If you treat him nicely. 


stand against Vietnam that the 
stereotype of the apostle of per- 
missiveness gained currency. 
Spiro Agnew, then Vice- 
President, was among the most 
vocal of his critics and accused 
him of being personally respon- 
sible for a generation of spine- 
less, pacifist youngsters.

He also helped to form the Peo- 
ple's Party, for which he ran as 
president, in 1972. On top of

They have tola 
him that he was a strict, no- 
nonsense father. “It was clear 
by the time my son had his 
children that he and his wife 
thought what I did to him was 
cruel and old-fashioned. I say 
parents should be sure, and still 
encourage them to have con- 
fidence in themselves.” 

The modern family is, he 
feels, subject to unprecedented 
strains. “The rate of divorce in 
the United States, for instance, 
has doubled in the last 1 5 years 
which means there are a lot 
more stepfamilies. But I'm not 
one of those who think that the 
family is done for. Most chil- 
dren are brought up in some 
semblance of a family, prepar- 
ing themselves to be like their 
paren ts. That is why they spend 
so much time at what they rail 
playing house.!’ 

Spock himself is now a step- 


father following the dissolu- 
tion, after 48 years, of his first 
marriage to Jane Cheney, in 
1975. There were two sons of 
that union, and he acquired a 
step-daughter by his second, to 
Mary Morgan (some 35 years 
his junior), in the following 
year. 

Mothers, he insists, have just 
as much right to a career as 
fathers.

Danielle Mitterrand has her own battles to fight 


First lady with a mission

PARIS, Reuter To be the first 
lady of France for another 
seven years appears to be of 
little concern to Danielle Mit- 
terrand. 

She has her own battle to 
fight 

A quiet but tenacious 
woman driven by convictions 
born in a wartime adolescence, 
the 63-year-old wife of 
President Fancois Mitterrand 
says nothing and no-one can 
upstage her efforts to enforce 
human rights at home and 
abroad. 

*1 have a destiny to live out, I 
am f ulfilling it,' she said. ‘It 
doesn't mean I don't do my 
duty as a president's wife but 
you only have the obligations 
you want' 

It was when Mitterrand in 
1981 became modern France’s 
fust socialist President that 
Danielle emerged from decades 
in his shadow to become a 
public figure in her own right — 
an outspoken advocate of 
humanitarian ideals. 

Warm, easy-going, indif- 
ferent to protocol, the dark- 
haired Danielle drew Washing- 
ton's wrath in the early days of 
Mitterrand’s mandate by back- 
ing leftist Latin Americans 
such as Salvadorean guerrilla 
gr oup s. 

They used to call me Mrs El 
Salvador,' laughed the slim, 
slight woman with the ready 

She stirred a furore in 
Pretoria last year when her 
‘Danielle Mitterrand Founda- 
tion’ sponsored an unpreceden- 
ted seminar in Senegal that 
brought together white liberal 
South Africans and the oud- 
awed African National Con- 
gress guerrilla movement. 

Her low-key approach to her 
role as first lady, absence on 
many official occasions and 
unbending support for the 
underdog has shocked Fran- 
ce’s hardline rightists while 
warming the hearts of the 
young and the intelligentsia. 

Now, as Mitterand has won a 
second term in the presidential 
elections, the once apparently 
reluctant first lady of France 
faces a new seven-year spell of 
official handshakes and 
ceremonial smiles.

On the map of the world that 
covers a wall of her office, she 
can quickly pinpoint a dozen 
spots in developing nations 
where the foundation . also 
railed ‘France Liberies,' has 
funded water-wells, orphan- 
homes. literacy classes, self- 
help clinics and irrigation 
works. _ __ ^ 

One pet project was the 
establishment in Argentina of a 
genetic memory data bank to 
help the children of the coun- 
try's thousands of missing peo- 
ple to trace their families. 

She speaks proudly of the 
young and old who have rallied 
to her side. The dozen staff at 
the foundation are in their 20 s 
and 30s. Pensioners across 
France knit woollies for 
Poland. Country folk revamp 
old machinery for the third 
world. 

But charity, she stressed, was 
not the name of her game. 

‘Charity is simply giving 
things away,' she said. ‘We 
want to help joeople live decen- 
tly, with dignity. The children 
of the 21 st century must have 
enough to eat, be taught to read 
and to write. A generation of 
illiterates is so easy to man- 
ipulate.' 

Danielle met her husband- 
to-be in the thick of World War 
Two. Legend has it that Mit- 
terrand. then a resistance 
leader, saw a photo on a piano 
of the 1 7-year-old and said: 
‘She’s nice. I'll marry her.' 

Six months later, he wed the 
committed anti-Nazi girl who 


had gone underground to nurse 
wounded French resistance 
fighters for long, gruelling 
months. 

‘There was no reason for us 
to meet except perhaps a com- 
mon ideology,' said Danielle. 

Her desire for ‘greater social 
justice.' a theme also dear to 
Mitterrand, was born during 1 
the German occupation, she 
said, and fed on her father's l 
suffering. A schoolteacher, he 
was sacked and went into hid- , 
ing after refusing to hand the 
Gestapo a list of Jewish 
students. 

After the war, Francois Mit- 
terrand went into politics, serv- 
ing 1 1 times as a minister. Dan- 
ielle Mitterrand had three chil- 
dren. one of whom died, and 
devoted her time to her two 
boys and homes in Paris and in 
the southwest pinelands. 

Though she had been a long- 
time supporter of human rights 
and Latin American solidarity 
groups, it was on encountering 
the many daily pleas that land 
in the first lady's mail tray that 
she decided on a public plat- 
form for action. 

At the President’s palace, she 
set up a high-tech, computer- 
ised office with a staff of 20 . 
Much of her previous work, 
however, has been transferred 
to the foundation. 

‘Like Francois 1 want a little 
more justice in the world.' she 
said. ‘1 have always been 
interested in the world around 
me. I have never shut the door 
on the outside.*

Who knows what evils lurk in the 
shoals of distribution? Anyone who 
has been paying attention might 
have a due. And if you draw the 
right conclusion, the countermea- 
sure should be obvious. 

We are not sure why West fdt 
compelled to double four spades — 
from his hand he could not even 
guarantee that six spades could be 
defeated! Once having elected to 
double, he could at least have led a 
trump and guaranteed the con- 
tract’s defeat. Fortunately for the 
defenders, South ignored all the 
warning signals and handed back 




the contract on a silver platter. 

Declarer captured East’s techni- 
cally correct play of the nine of 
hearts with the queen. He could af- 
ford to lose two diamonds and a 
heart, so he had to ruff at least one 
heart in dummy. With nary a 
thought about the auction, he brisk- 
ly tried to cash the ace of hearts at 
trick two. West ruffed and shifted 
to a trump, and declar er found that 
he was left with only one trump with 
which to niff two losing hearts — 
down one. 

If you have to lose a trick, what 
difference does it make when you 
concede it? Sometimes the world. 
Obviously, West’s lead of the deuce 
of hearts- had to be a singleton. 
Since South couldn't afford to draw 
trumps before ruffing a heart, and 
could not cash the ace of hearts until 
he had pulled West’s fangs, the so- 
lution is ridiculously simple — de- 
clarer should prepare for his heart 
ruff by leading a low heart from 
hand at trick*twol 

The defenders have no counter. 
If, after winning the heart, East 
continues with a high heart, declarer 
plays low from hand and ruffs in 
dummy. If, instead, East shifts to a 
trump, declarer wins and ruffs a low 
heart, then gets back to hand with a 
club ruff to draw the remaining 
trumps. Either way, he has pre- 
served the ace of hearts as a trick 
ai)d the contract is secure. - 
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£y Johnny Hart

THE Manila we want, the city we 
love came from a rare water 
shrub called “Nilad" — a fitting 
tribute to the domain of Rajahs 
Soliman and Lakandula. 

Miguel Lopez de Legazpi, a

tine. So did Admiral George 
Dewey whose fleet dropped 
anchor on Manila Bay along 
Roxas boulevard, formerly 
Dewey boulevard.

Secondly, events had been too 
adversely against Manila, not 
because of intervention by some 
power from above, but because 
of the stark reality that fame and 
fortune had been too cruel for 
this city despite the fact that she is 
storied and historical. “The 
grandeur that was Greece and 
the gloiy that was Rome” may 
aptly describe Manila — a has- 
been city whose past and present 
betray strongly a progressive, 
much less, a stable future. 

Without casting aspersions on 
the men and women who had 
been at the seat of power at City 
Hall — to include those who are 
currently running the show — let 
me indulge myself in some wan- 
derings into the realm, into the 
ghettos of Lhe city, the honky- 
tonks as in New Orleans, if only 
to relay to city residents the fac- 
tual story and the situation Man- 
ila is in for their own welfare and 
well-being. 


Battle for 
control of 
Manila’s 
homeless 
children

MANILA, Philippines: Every 
day. volunteers and government 
social workers compete with 
pimps and criminal gangs in 
Manila's red-light district. 

The government and volun- 
teer teams are struggling to save 
thousands of homeless street 
children from a life of petty 
crime, drug addiction and sexual 
exploitation. 

“ThaL’s what it’s all about,” 
said Mrs Nenuca Ross, a volun- 
teer with the government's 
department of social welfare. 
“We have street children. We 
have all types of exploited chil- 
dren. They are victims.” 

Government officials estimate 
that 10,000 to 20,000 homeless 
children roam the streets of the 
Enniia red-light district of Man- 
ila. Many are the child rcn of peo- 
ple who drifted into Manila from 
impoverished rural provinces in 
search of a better life. 

But with few skills and no 
ed ucation. both parents and chil- 
dren survive by begging, hustling 
cigarettes and smuggled wat- 
ches. Many cf the children 
graduate to prostitution, pick- 
pocketing, shoplifting, extortion 
and drug trafficking. 

The government and private 
agencies are now intensifying 
efforts to find and rehabilitate 
such children and break the cycle 
of crime and poverty. 

“We go to them. We talk to 
them. We sit on the sidewalks 
with them, invite them Lo a hot 
dog sandwich or something,” 
Ross said. Sometimes, she said, 
the children will point out their 
friends and urge them to join the 
programme.

Ross said the children ure 
easiest to recruit on rainy days 
when "business is bud.” or when 
they are apprehended by police. 

Once they have. been found, 
children between ages six to 1? 
are taken lo the welfare depart- 
ment's “tent schools,” where 
they receive counseling and the 
rudiments of reading and writ- 
ing. 

Those who have suffered 
serious beatings, drug addiction 
or sexual abuse are taken to a 
half-way house in suburban 
Aiabang, where they receive psy- 
chiatric help. Teenagers go to 
state-run juvenile institutions. 

Officials say child prostitution 
has been a problem here for 
years. But iLworsened in the final 
years of President Marcos. 

President Corazon Aquino, 
promised action on child pros- 
titution and giving it lop priority. 

Ross said Lhe city's two tent 
schools have successfully rein- 
tegrated some 100 children since 
the programme began last year. 
The department plans to build a 
third school in Ermita, a seedy 
neighbourhood of bars, brothels 
and cheap hotels near Manila 
bay. 

Id addition, the social welfare 
department loans money to 
homeless families to establish 
small-scale business such as 
street-front stores or canteens. 
Roque said. 

Ross said about 800 children 
have been graduated over the 
past two years from the Aiabang 
centre, which cares for the more 

seriously affected eases. But she

“That's because they are not 
helped. It's not because they 
really want to but there is no 
other way for them to survive,” 
said Roque. “Unless a helping

Ross said criminal syndicates 
specialising in prostitution, nar- 
cotics and street crimes, work 
actively against welfare workers 
to prevent children from seeking 
help. 

“I’ve seen some of these tran- 
sactions but we canno t intervene. 
There is a mafia. They are 
surrounded by pimps.” Ross 
said. “They have become har- 
dened. We cannot reform their 
personalities.” 

In the best of circumstances, 
Ross said saving a child who may 
never have had a home can be a 
long, painful process. 

“A (street) child does not open 
up to you until maybe six mon- 
ths,' 1 she said. “You have to gain 
their trust first. You don't force 
them to open up because they will 
all answer lies. They've learned 
this from the streets. But if you 
leave them at their own pace, 
little by little they will tell you 
their stories. They know they 
have a friend.” 

For one former drug addict, 
18-year-old Jose, the breakth- 
rough came when he asked social 
workers to give him a birthday 
party.

1. Drug abuse is prevalent in 
our city victimising out-of- 
school youth, poverty-stricken 
youngsters and adults alike who, 
because of their wretched lives 
fall easy prey to drug pushers. 
Perhaps, in Rizal's time this 
could be the social canceT he 
referred to in his Noli Me Tan- 
ge re. Or. before RizaL this could 
even be Balaglas' idea of things 
happening or would likely hap- 
pen in his celebrated epic, 
“Floranle at Laura.” Jnferen- 
tiaily and symbolically, Balagtas 
portrayed the country in the per- 
son of Florante tied to a tree with 
a ferocious lion menacingly 
poised to devour him in the jun- 


gles of Orion, Bataan, where the 
novelist had chosen to live in 
exile after leaving Bigaa (now 
Balaglas) because of Spanish 
atrocites. 

2. Prostitution, as I have seen 
first-hand, is no fairy tale, par- 
don my language. It is flourish- 
ing in establishments disguised 
as restaurants with beer, 
amusement places, beer houses,

As a native of Manila — I was 
born in Tondo, grew up in Sam- 
paJoc. studied and became an 
adult in this city. I feel not only 
frustrated but dissipated ana 
pulverised into smithereens 
whenever or wherever I see 
poverty, the squalor beneath 
these bedlam and misery, the 
violence that rides roughshod 
over decency and order, m fact, 
all these unsavory events and 
eye-openers — indeed are the 
very tilings that make me bleed 
no end; the pathos of our time 
vented against a poor city which 
is made poorer because of indif- 
ference and apathy on the part of 
those who wield power and 
influence — really a time of 
revelation and reawakening to 
what confronts us all nowadays.

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Qatari team 
holds energy f 
talks with US 

WASHINGTON. June 4. 
(Opecna): A six-man Qatari 
delegation has held talks here 
with US Energy Secrelaiy John 
Herrington on energy coopera- 
tion between the two countries. 

The team, beaded by Jaber Al 
Merri, managing director of 
QaLar General Petroleum Cor- 
poration (QGPC). specifically 
discussed Qatar's current 
development of its huge north- 
field gas. 

The field has proven gas 
reserves of 1 50 trillion cu. ft with 
its reservoirs offering an 
additional estimated potential of 
230 trillion cu. ft. 

Al Merri said that the talks 
with Herrington, which covered 
the present energy situation in 
the US. Europe and Japan, 
focussed on the increasing ten- 
dency towards global utilisation 
of natural gas. 

He explained that Qatari gas 
could be exported to foreign cus- 
tomers by pipeline, was available 
for use by petrochemical indus- 
tries as energy or feedstock and 
could be converted into methane 
or methanol. 

The official pointed out that 
the primary objective of the first 
phase of 'the northfield gas 
development, which began in 
mid-1987. was to meet local con- 
sumption. 

The project, which is due for 
completion in 1990, is expected 
to produce 800 million cu. A a 
day of gas, some of which will be 
exported. 


US economy remains much stronger than expected 


Inflation mania cools on Wall Street 


NEW YORK, June 4, (AP): 
Fears of an inflationary boom 
have loosened their grip a bit on 
Wall Street's financial markets. 

True, the US economy has 
remained rfluch stronger, by all 
the evidence, than most expected 
just a few months ago. 

And the Federal Reserve has 
taken some precautionary steps 
lately to tighten credit, signaling 
the central bank's intentions not 
to let the heat get turned up too 
high. 

In addition, prices of com- 
modities ranging from soybeans 
to metals have been rising. 

Nevertheless, stock and bond 
traders have apparently decided 


they had frightened themselves 
unduly with visions of a new 
inflationary spectre that would 
force policymakers to put the 
economy under severe restraints. 

As Jack Lavery, research 
director at Merrill Lynch, put it, 
the markets' recent bout of 
inflationary fears reflected 
“valid but exaggerated concerns. 

Noteworthy 

“Inflation is creeping up," 
La very said. “But the rise in 
inflation is likely to be just 
cyclical, rather than secular 
(long-term). 

“The trend of secular disinfla- 
tion — gradual declines in the 


peak rates of inflation — still 
appears to be in place." 

Edward Yardeni, economist 
at Prudential-Bache Securities, 
said it was noteworthy that the 
Commerce Department, in issu- 
ing an upward-revised figure for 
US economic growth for the first 
quarter, lowered its gauge of 
inflation for the January-March 
period from an annual rate of 2.4 
per cent to 1 .7 per cent.

Iraq sets up 
13 gas plants 

BAGHDAD, June 4, (Opecna): 
Thirteen gas plants have been set 
up in Iraq over the past 10 years 
to meet focal gas needs which 
amounted to 940.000 tons in 
1987, according to Nu'man AJ 
Hadilhi, director-general of the 
State Gas Distribution Com- 
pany. 

In an article on Tuesday in the 
Iraqi daily 'Baghdad Observer', 
he said Lhese plants were curren- 
tly filling over 85 million cylin- 
ders a year, with the bulk gas 
being exported by tankers Lo 
Turkey and Jordan.

Kuwait to expand and renew tanker fleet 


A SENIOR oil official al KOTC 
said today that Kuwait was 
studying expansion of its oil tan- 
kers fleet to maintain a strong 
presence in that field by the nin- 
eties, in a step not pursued before 
by any oil producing country. 

The Chairman of the board of 
the Kuwait Oil Tankers Com- 
pany, Abdul FaLtah Al Bader, 
told Kuna that his company was 
currently studying the renewal 
and expansion ofits fleet in a way 
that meets international market- 
ing needs of crude oil expected 
after the nineties. 

Crude 

He did not disclose any more 
details.aboul such an, expansion 
or the number of- tankers that 
would be added to thecompany's 
fleet ifaatcurremJy has two crude 
oil supertankers. 1 5 tankers for 
petroleum byproducts and four 
for liquefied gas. KOTC, a 


Kuwait Petroleum Corpora- 
tion's affiliate, lasL year sigpied a 
contract with a South Korean 
company to build six tankers for 
oil byproducts that would be 
delivered as of late this year. 

Al Bader described the invest- 
mentin the building of tankers at 
present as “wise", because such 
an action would result in big 
gains in the coming decade, as a 
marked improvement in prices of 
shipping oil is expected by then. 

With the expected increase in 
prices of shipping oil, the cost of 
building tankers in the 1990s will 
be doubled. Al Bader added and 
listed three reasons for the early 
, si^ ofjmproyejnejntjn, sea.shij>r „

le first reason was the con- 
tinuation of the Iraq-lran war 
which had led to the destruction 
of a large number of tankers; 
whjch had resulted in many 


refusing to sail in the Arabian 
Gulf fearing the belligerents' des- 
tructive attacks. 

The chairman said that the 
second reason was that many 
tankers had been long in service 
thus f orcing their owners to scrap 
them. 

Fearing 

Al Bader, pointing out the 
reason, said that oil companies 
had refrained from building new 
tankers fearing another collapse 
in the shipping market, similar to 
what happened in the 1970s. 

"No oil company can dare 
' build a new idfiker at present 
• 9 nless Wfdwj fey its coun£y f , 
or owns a large financial sur- 
plus," he emphasised, noting 
that surplus of oil tankers in the 
international markets has now 
been cut by 50 per cent from its 
current 60 tankers. 


Indonesia’s oil 
revenues better 
than expected 

JAKARTA, June 4, (Opecna): 
Indonesia'soil incomeduringlhe 
1988-89 fiscal year, ending 
March 31, is estimated to have 
reached S6.27 billion, better than 
earlier expectations, according 
lo Finance Minister Dr Johannes 
Berchman Sumarlin. 

Non-oil income also 
increased, recording a total of 
over S 1 3 billion, bringing overall 
stale revenues lo more than SI 9 
billion against lhe 14.23 billion 
set as the level to balance the 
budget. 

At a parliamentary session 
here, the minister said that non- 
oil income was also "belter than 
anticipated." 

Routine expenditures during 
the period increased by more 
than 16 per cent (o over S10 
billion, mainly d ue to higher level 
of debt services. 

According to Sumarlin. 
Indonesia's economy achieved 
higher resilience which proved 
that the country was able to over- 
come external challenges. 

He said that the achievement 
was a result oflhcde-bureaucral- 
isation and deregulation policies 
applied by the government in the 
economic sector. 

Meanwhile. Suyitno Pat- 
mosukismo was sworn in on 
Thursday os the new director 
general of oil and gas at the 
Department of Energy and 
Mines. 

Suyitno. formerly director for 
exploration and production of 
Ptrtamina, the stale oil com- 
pany, takes over from Soedamo 
Murtosewojo. 

Saudi fund loan 
to Jordan 

AMMAN, June 4. (Opecna): 
The Saudi Fund for Development 
is to extend £40 million to Jordan 
fora road project in the southern 
part of the country. 

The credit was signed here by 
the fund's Chairman and Man- 
aging Director Mohamed Al 
Sugair and the Jordanian Mini- 
ster of Planning Taher Kenaan. 

Sugair reiterated the Fund's 
willingness lo finance projects in 
the country, noting that this was 
the 14th loan made by the fund to 
Jordan, bringing total financial 
assistance lo the country to £283 
million since the fund's establish- 
ment in 1974. 


KIO acquires Swiss 
research laboratory 


GENEVA, June 4, (Kuna): The 
Kuwait Investment Office, 
operating through a Canadian 
company it owns, had acquired^ 
Geneva research laboratory 
specialised in biotechnology, it 
was announced here. 

Vancouver- based CEL Indus- 
tries, which is 60 per cem owned 
by the KIO, said that it had 
bought the biotechnology 
activity of the Battelle Geneva 
Research Centre, which was 
being given the name Intracel. 

"Battelle is world renowned 
for its research capabilities and 
this acquisition, which is a sig- 
nificant part of BalteUe's activity 
in this particular technical area, 
represents a milestone for us in 
our goal to build a world-class 
biotechnology company," CEL 
Industries President Sharon Joh- 
nson was quoted as saying. 

CEL intends to invest S10 
million in medical technology 
over the next two years, increas- 
ing the research staff at Intracel 
from 30 to 60. in order to bring 
products onto the market. 

The Canadian group is a publi- 
cly-listed company of the Van- 
rouver Slock Exchange special- 
ised in the development of 
medical and pharmaceutical 
products. 

Future research at Intracel will 
fall into two main areas — 
biomedical instrumentation and 


biotechnology. * 

Intracel had prospective 
markets of up to 100 million 
Canadian dollars for biosensor 
programmes in clinical chemis- 
try and health care diagnostics, 
CEL said. 

In the second sector Intraoei, 
through genetic engineering, was 
developing various systems 
aimed at producing new 
medicinal proteins, including an 
anti-cancer drug delivery system 
which might be adaptable to the 
treatment of AIDS, the company 
added. 

Intracel would also be acquir- 
ing the rights to around 30 pieces 
ofmLellectual property, many of 
which were patented or in the 
application or disclosure stage. 

Active 

The Kuwait Investment Office 
has up to now kept a very low 
profile in Switzerland, although 
private Kuwaiti investors have 
been active, particularly in real 
estate and financial services. 

One reason for the KlO's 
arms-lenglh approach in Swit- 
zerland has been the lack of a 
double taxation and a protection 
of investments agreement bet- 
ween Lhe two countries. 

In March this year govern- 
ment officials from the two rides 
met in Berne for a first round of 
talks aimed at drawing up new 
agreements in these sectors. 


US lagging behind major 
industrial democracies 


WASHINGTON. June4. (UPI): 
America's ability to compete 
against major trading partners 
has eroded dramatically and 
dangerously in the last 15 years, 
according to a new index from 
the Council on Competitiveness. 

The council, a non-partisan 
research and education organ- 
isation. unveiled yesterday its 
competitiveness index showing 
the US standard of living since 
1972 has risen only one-seventh 
as fast as that of Japan and one- 
half as fast as that of West Ger- 
many. 

The index also showed the 
United States lagging behind 
other major industrial 
democracies in trade, produc- 
tivity and investment, three other 
key components of a competitive 


nation. The index measures 
America’s performance in all 
four categories against its past 
performance and against foreign 
competitors. 

Among the findings; 

— The US standard of living 
grew more slowly last year than 
any other of the seven major 
industrial democracies. 

— The standard of living per 
American worker was $28,400 in 
1987, well below West Ger- 
many's $34,400. 

—The US share of world 
exports, despite an export boom 
in the last year, was only 10 per 
cent in 1987 compared lo 12 per 
cent in 1972. 

—Since 1972. Japan's produc- 
tivity has risen eight times faster 
than that of the United States.

EEC favours co-operation 
with coffee producers 

LONDON, June 4, (AP): The European Economic Community 
has said it favours continued cooperation with producing coun- 
tries on stabilising the international price of coffee. “Inter- 
national cooperation in matters related to coffee should be 
maintained in the form of an international agreement." it said in a 
statement released to a meeting here of the International Coffee 
Organisation (ICO). Leading ICO producer and consumer coun- 
tries began preliminary talks on Tuesday, on the future of the 
present price-stabilisation agreement for the product, which 
expires next year. The EEC said it did not want the present pact 
extended, preferring instead the negotiation of a new agreement 
incorporating significant changes aimed at removing drawbacks 
in the present accord. The present agreement, for instance, had 
failed to stop the sale of coffee by ICO producers to importing 
countries not party to the pact at "preferential terms", the 
statement said. Some 50 ICO countries, including afl the main 
importers and exporters, are attending the current talks, along 
with observers from the Soviet Union and other non-member 
Eastern Bloc nations. 

Most staffers at Petroleum 
Intelligence Weekly resign 

NEW YORK, Jane 4, (Reuter): Most of the editorial and 
business staff at Petroleum Intelligence Weekly, an authoritative 
oil industry publication, have resigned, but its publisher said 
yesterday that the newsletter would continue to publish. Of an 
editorial staff of 10, two remain, and two business staff members 
have left, said publisher Wanda Jablonski. She said the resigna- 
tions followed a dispute between her and the newsletter's business 
manager. However, industry sources said 16 out of 18 staff 
members worldwide had left the publication. The newsletter 
masthead says there are 15 specialised staff editors. “We will 
continue publishing," Jabkmsld said. However, she added: “We 
wffl have some glitches here and there." Jablonski said the dispute 
grew out of staffers signing employment contracts with the 
business manager, who then tried to sell the contracts to her. 
Neither the business manager nor the former staff members cotrid 
be reached for comment. Industry sources said the dispute 
involved a possible sale of the publication by Jablonski.

The other positive factor has 
been the continued strength of 
the Tokyo market which passed 
27,500 last week and looks set to 
go even higher. 

• Wall Street and London have 
taken heart from this strength 
and a sort of mutual re-infor- 
cement process seems to be 
occurring as confidence returns. 

Commodity prices have also 
made strong gains in recent 
weeks, particularly precious 


metals.- Platinum buffs are feel- 
in every bullish at the moment. 

The earlier market fears of 
inflation are now felt to have 
been a bit overdone, a case of the 
jitters rather than a sound assess- 
ment of the real risks. 

All of the above is very ten- 
tative and should not be resided 
as a recommendation to pile into 
the markets hell for leather. 

The fact that analysts are still 
being surprised, whether by 
gains or losses, shows that there 
is still no real consensus about 
where prices are going. Some 
commentators are still predicting 
a- major US crash, others pooh 
pooh the idea and say that every- 
thing^ fine. 

Wary 

In such times it is probably 
best to take a very wary approach 
to investment Take risks, if you 
like, but only small ones. 

Keep the bulk of yourholdings 
somewhere safe and secure. 
Above all, remember how last 
October’s lightning came out of a 
clear blue sky. 

It is not a lesson to be lightly 
forgotten. 


Arab fund to focus more 
on training, food security 


BONN, West Germany, June 4, 
(Opecna): The Arab Fund for 
Economic and Social Develop- 
ment will focus more on training 
programmes and food security in 
the Arab countries, according to 
its Director General Abdul Latif 
A1 Hamad. 

In a lecture delivered here on 
Wednesday on the fund's role in 
the economic and development 
processes in Arab countries, AI 
Hamad said the fund would con- 
tinue to study development plans 
in the Arab world. 


He said that the fund was one 
of few institutions which 
emphasised cooperation among 
the countries of the south. 

He pointed out that Arab oil 
producers had set up the fund not 
only out of the need to assist poor 
Arab countries, but also in belief 
of Arab economic integration. 

He stressed the need for adopt- 
ing new policy and strategy to 
remove obstacles to economic 
development in the Arab coun- 
tries in the 1980s. 


Jordan to liberalise controls 


AMMAN, June 4, (AP): The 
Central Bank will loosen con- 
trols on foreign exchange this 
week to quell a small run on 
dollars that has dented the Jor- 
danian dinar. Deputy Governor 
Maher Shukri said today. 

He told the Associated Press 
that the new rules should kick the 
dollar's price back to about 350 
to 360 fils from thehtghsof about' 
390 ills reached at exchange 
houses on Thursday. 

There are 1 ,000 fils to the Jor- 
danian dinar. The dollar was sell- 
ing for about 370 fils at midday 
today. 

Emphasis 

Shukri said the new rules “will 
be more liberalised ... emphasis 
-will beplaced on reporting rather 
than controls.” 

"’They will make the same 
amount of foreign exchange 
available ... it will give Jordan- 
ians a little bit more leeway in 
holding foreign currency ." 

Shukri said they would be 
announced this week — by — 
Thursday under the Islamic 
calendar — but would not 
specify the day. 

Last Thursday's run on dollars 


followed a similar flurry, on May 
2 that drove dollar prices to 385 
fils before the Centra] Bank 
intervened by selling 54 million. 

The relatively small spread 
between official and unofficial 
rates worried the local financial 
community because unofficial 
rates offered by money changers 
in recent years have closely foll- 
owed the official rate, currently 
about 350 fils. 

The Central Bank also has 
repeatedly denied any plan to 
devalue the dinar, and Shukri 
repeated that assurance. 

The Jordanian dinarremmned 

under pressure today as the latest 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) figures showed foreign 
exchange reserves at a record 
low. 1 

Moneychangers quoted prices 
at 380 to 382 fils to the doUar 
compared to the 355 fils 
guideline sell price posted by the 
Central Bank. Some banks 
declined to quote prices. 

IMF figures said foreign 
exchange reserves slumped to 
S27.7 million in April from 
SI 28.1 million in March, itself a 
record low. In April 1987, 


% 


foreign reserves totalled 5174.3 
million, the IMF said. 

The dinar, which often trades 
to five per cent weaker than 

ie Central Bank guideline rate, 
cut adrift on Thursday after- 
noon. The rate reached 390 fils at 
one point as rumours swept the 
market. 

“It is mob psychology,** said 
Michel Mario, general manager 
of the Bank of Jordan. “It's rea- 
ching all levels of society. People 
who had hardly heard of dollars 
now want to buy them.” 

“It's simply rumours and the 
Central Bank must put an end to 
them,” he ti>ld Reuters. “Okay, 
they don't want to devalue, but 
they can't keep people hanging in 
suspense like this.” 

Marto said many people were 
withdrawing from or borrowing 
against dinar accounts to buy 
dollars. 

Stability 

The currency's traditional 
stability helps lure Jordan's 
primary source of income — 
remittances sent home by more 
than 300,000 Jordanians work- 
ing in Arab countries in the Gulf. 

The run on dollars was fed by 


reports of low foreign currency 
reserves, rumoursofnew Central 
Bank regulations and restric- 
tions on the bank's supply of 
currency to the market. 

“It’s because the Central Bank 
is not selling as many dollars as 
the banks would like to have and 
so they have to depend on the 
exchange market. So it's now 
supply and demand," said econ- 
omic consultant Fahed Fanek. 

Shukri said the bank is provid- 
ing currency for “legitimate 
needs” to cover licensed imports 
and travel. But he said the banks 
have been seeking more, turning 
to the free market and paying a 
premium to get it. 

Demand 

“A big part of the demand is 
for financing capital flight,” he 
said — indicating that some Jor- 
danians are trying to shift assets 
abroad due Lo worries about the 
dinar. 

He termed Lhe sudden demand 
“pure speculation.” 

Shukri said that Jordan now 
has enough foreign reserves lo 
cover at least one month's 
imports, although he did not 
specify the exact amount. 


KD deposit rates mixed in dull market 


KUWAITI dinar deposit rates 
were mixed in a dull market yes- 
terday, with short-dated funds 
easing amid high liquidity and 
fixed period maturities edging up 
ahead of a K.D100 million issue 
of three-month Treasury bills on 
Wednesday. 

Dealers said overnight, 
tomorrow-next and one-week 
funds were all well-offered at 1/2 
and one per cent. Dinar liquidity 
had risen on Thursday — the last 
business day ahead of the 
Muslim Friday weekend — as 
banks sold dollars. 

One-week deposits rose 3/4 


percentage point as banks 
covered positions, with traders 
reporting business at 5- 1/4, 5- 1/2 
and six per cent. 

Long-term maturities were 
also indicated 1/8 to 3/8 points, 
higher, with one-month rising to 
6-3/8. 1 /8 per cent fromsix, 5-3/4. 

Three months rose 3/16 point 
to 6-1/2, 1/4 per cent while six 
months rose 1/8 point to 6-5/8, 3/ 
8 per cent. One-year was quoted 
tittle changed but wide at 6-3/4. 
3/8 per cent. 

The Central Bank adjusted its 
dinar exchange rate softer to 


0.27612/22 to the dollar from 
0.27592/02 on Thursday. Com- 
mercial banks quoted spot rates 
of0.276I5/22. 

Meanwhile, in Bahrain, Saudi 
riyal interbank deposits were 
barely changed yesterday in a 
very dull market typical during 
the European weekend, but 
short-term funds maintained a 
firmer tone amid tight liquidity. 

Dealers reported minimal 
activity in fixed period deposits 
but spot-nexL funds edged up 1/8 
point on the offer side and traded 
at levels of 7-3/8, 1 /8 percent.

Bakhit looks forward to next Kuwait powerboat race

"I WILL certainly come back to 
Kuwait for the next powerboat 
race." a jubilant Khaled Bakhit 
told the Arab Times shortly after 
his 10 second victory over Mishal 
Jarallah in Kuwait’s second o/T- 
shore powerboat race on Friday. 
“But next lime I think there will 
be more racers from Dubai and 
from Kuwait, and that there will 


be very tough competition 
irtdeed.” 


Bakhit came third in April's 
Dubai oiTshore powerboat race, 
and is eager to see more events of 
this type in the Gulf. He ackn- 
owledged that there had been 
problems during the event, but 
also that it was an important step 
for the future of the sport in the 
region. 

Support 

A staggering number of spec- 
tators, on shore, or in motor and 
sailing boats of all sizes and des- 
criptions, turned out to see the 
race, and press and television 
covered the progress of the racers 
by helicopter. There has never 
been a marine event in Kuwait 
with this level of support in the 
past. 

One visitor from far afield was 
Grant Wilson of Cougar Hold- 
ings Ltd. who had flown to 


Kuwait from England, especially 
to watch Mishal Al Jarallah's 
progress in the event. 

Wilson has a wealth of 
experience in this comparatively 
young sport He started racing in 
the U K’s Class 3 in 1 965, and had 
some very good .results. Class 
Three refers to slightly smaller 
boats than those competing in 
Friday's event, and is restricted 
to boats measuring between 16 
and 25 ft. Then be moved into 
Class T wo, in which the boats are 
similar in size to those competing 
here. From 1979-85 he competed 
in Class 1. and took first and 
second places with Renato Della 
Valle. He raced in Cougar cats, 
and also Supercats, doing a num- 
ber of races with experimental 
Jaguar engines. "We won a few 
races and led a lot,” he said. He 
has competed in the Cowes to 
Torquay race, one of the world's 
most prestigious events nine or 
ten times in the past, and has been 
with Cougar for the last 1 1 years. 

The Americans held total 
domination in Class 1 worldwide 
from the beginni ng of the sport i n 
the 1960s until 1979 when 
Cougar moved in and promptly 
won the world championship 
with driver Betty Cook, in Ven- 
ice. Cougar went on to win nearly 
every major American race over 
the past five years.
